Wade Andrews of Dothan a- 
warded $80.00 prize money to 
the ten boys and girls attend- 
ing. Andrews is manager of the 
Sears Farm Store in Dothan. 
We don’t raise a lot of broilers 
or produce a great many eggs 
in Coffee county, but for either 
eggs or broilers or both I think 
we can certainly produce more 
than we are at present. Some- 
body’s going to grow the broil- 
ers and produce the eggs. We 
ought to be able to compete 
successfully. 


Beef Cattle— 


Coffee County 4-H Club boys 
and girls have some 35 steers 
on feed. Chances are that they 
won't make a lot of money on 
these steers, but the corn they 
use in feeding these calves will 
bring more by feeding than by 
selling on the open market. 

I am looking forward and I 
sure a lot of folks who are in- 
terested in beef cattle are also 
looking forward to the fat calf 
shows and sales next spring. 
We have six steers in the Zion 
Chapel community, ten in the 
New Hope community. Four or 
five in the Kinston commun- 
ity, about four in the Mt, Plea- 
sant community, two in the 
Pine Level community and the 
rest in the Goodman commun- 
ity. In a later column I will 
give the names of the boys and 
girls and their communities so 
you can go by and see them 
when riding around some af- 
ternoon. 

Demonstrations— 

I read in the paper yesterday 
where a two months old baby 
was apparently killed by a rat. 
Knowing that rats are probab- 
ly on the increase, and that we 
should do something about 
them, we started last week giv- 
ing a series of demonstrations 
on rat control. Our Coffee 
County boys are learning the 
very latest method in killing 
rats and mice; they are learn- 
ing how to place baits to at- 
tract the rats. They are going 
to use both dry bait and water 
bait in an effort to kill as many 
rats as possible. 

In any rat killing program, 
it’s a lot better if neighbors will 
put on a rat killing campaign 
at the same time. In encourag- 
ing the boys to get their neigh- 
bors to also put out rat poison 
in safe places. Aside from da- 
maging feed, corn, and other 
things of value on the farm, 
rats are carriers of diseases 
and filth. I saw a 30-minute 
film a year or so ago on rats 
and believe me they are really 
filthy animals. 

Pine Seedlings 

Jim Owens of the Interna- 
tional Paper Company with 
headquarters in Elba and Troy 
told me the other day that his 
company would have free pine 
seedlings for Coffee County 4- 
H Club members. I was glad to 
hear from him because several 
boys over the county have been 
asking about the pine seedlings. 
Chances are it will be mid-De- 
cember before we can distribute 
the pines to the boys. We will 
allot so many per club and try 
to take care of all the boys we 
can,
